An Ordinance Declaring What are Nuis- 


ances Within the lovfn of Reno, and 
to Prevent the Same, and to Provide 
Punishment Therefor and the Re- 
moval Thereof. 


The Baud at County Commissioners of the 


county of Washoe, State of Nevada, do ordain as 
follows 


SECTION 1 That no person shall hang or rosin 
tain an; sign, awning or other structure over and 
across any sidewalk unless men sign, awning or 
structure shall be at leaat ten feet above the side- 
walk. 
Sxo 2. That no person shall place or maintain 
an; permanent seat on an; street, alley or side- 
walk; and It shall be the dot; of the Chief of Po- 
lice and all peace officers to summarily remove 
an; such obstruction 


SEC. 3. That no person shall obstruct, in an; 
manner, in -whole or in part or at all, an; street, 
alley or side-walk within the town of Heno; pro- 
vided, nothing herein contained shail prohibit 
an; merchant or other person doing business in 
an;bnilding fronting on an; street,(front mean- 
ing main entrance), from occupying a space not to 
exceed three feet on the inside of the sidewalk In 
front of snch main entrance, and occupying a 
space not exceeding two feet on the inside of said 
walk used or to be used as show windows, all of 
which spaces can be used only for the sole use and 
purpose of displaying goods, wares and merchan- 
dise, and provided further that nothing herein 
shall prohibit any merchant or tradesman from 
the use of the sidewalk in front of his place of 
business, a reasonable time not exceeding six 
hours, to receive and ship an; goods, wares or 
merchandise, provided that a space not less than 
six feet wide on such sidewalk shall be kept open 
i 1 clear for the accommodation of the public 
-EC 1 That no person shall occupy an; part 


or portion of an; street alley or sidewalk, within 
the town limits, for the purpose of keeping or 
maintaining an; newspaper stand, bootblack stand, 
drinking stand, stand for the sale of notions, cut- 
lery or any other article of merchandise or »ny 
similar or other obstruction. 


SKO 5. That no person shall, in an; manner 


or for ary purpose, place an; dirt, earth, rock or 
other substance upon an; public street, highway, 
all*; or sidewalk, or shall break np, dig up, dis- 
turb, undermine, dig under the same, or change 
the grade thereof, or shall erect any telegraph pole, 
electric light polo or other such obstruction, in or 
upon any of said public streets, highways, alleys 
or sidewalks, without first obtaining permission 
in writing, stating the limit of time in whith the 
same shall be done, from the Board of County 
Commissioners of "Woehoe count*, in a regular 
meeting assembled for business of the town of 
Keno, which consent shall be revocable on a unan- 
imous vote of said board at any such meeting. 
Any person, who, being permitted so to do, as

upon the act by the Treasury Department, 
it is only necessary for an importer of lead 
ores to mix such ores with higher grades of 
silver ores, which makes the valne of silver 
in one ton of ore greater than the value of 
the lead. Thus the ton of ore comes in 
free. 
The lead which this ore contains is 


of course procured much cheaper by tbe 
H.ut)Iter thau he could possibly purchase 
lead ores from tbe American miner.

$641,045,000 and coined it into rupees, 
having a face valne oi $124,845,000 more 
than the silver cost.

"Bat the question is also of the greatest 


importance to all who suffer from tbe single 
standard demonetization policy of England. 
We all lose by the depreciation of silver. 
To explain this io a simple manner just 
note this: England comes over here and 
buys her silvei from na because we are the 
largest exporters of silver. 
Now we know 


that a silver dollar is only worth 82 cents 
in silver, consequently England only pays 
82 cent* for silve» which has a face valne 
of $1, Then she goes over to India aud 
coins it into silver rupees equal to the valne 
of $1. 
By this scheme Eog'und makes 18 


cents on each silver dollar, which is a 
profit we ought tu keep ourselves."

The plant lice are peculiar and interest- 


ing insects in the fact that the young are 
born alive, and that with the exception of 
the last brood of the season, ail are prolific 
females.

The kerosene emulsions con- 


sist ol one quart ol soft soap, one pint of 
kerosene and one quart of water thoroughly 
boiled and diluted by addition of 15 or 20 
pints of water. The tobacco decoction is 
formed by boiling a pound of refuse to- 
bacco in a gallon ol water. These reme- 
dies should be applied by forcibly spraying 
the tree by meana of a force pump and 
suitable nozzle.
